During the summer months of 
the Bethel Water District 


1981, 
plans to upgrade 1,000 feet~-of its 
mest troublesome water distribu- 
tion mains in Bethel village and 
West Bethel with eight inch duc- 
tile iron pipe ‘as part of an an- 
nual program for rehabilitation of 
the system. The estimated cost for 
the two projects is $15,000-$18,000 
of which approximately $9,000 is 
for new pipe and a new hydrant. 
The pipe will be purchased from 


the Caldwell Company of Waldo- 


boro, submitter of the lower bid 
over E. J. Prescott Co. of Gardi- 
ner. The. district will job out to 
local contractors all excavation 
work required to lay the pipe. 
The District plans to seek finan- 
cing initially. through the Casco 
Bank in Bethel and then to later 
follow this loan up with a longer 
term loan through the Farmer’s 


- Home Administration. Cost of the 


eight inch pipe should be paid off 
before it reaches the mid-point in 
ifs anticipated life of 100 years or 
more. 

In West Bethel, this plan calls 
for 400 feet of new pipe to be laid 
between the Ferry Road along old 
Route 2 to the home of Donald 
Bennett, The line being replaced 
is a one inch plastic pipe that is 
undersized and develops. frequent 
leaks. The present pipe is far too 
small to accommodate any future 
expansion if extra water demands 
are added onto that part of the 
West Bethel water system.

The District Trustees and Beth- 
el Selectmen are asking the Leg- 
islature for charter changes which 
include exemption from taxation 
for Water District property wher- 
ever located. Newry Selectmen are 
opposing the change. 

The Trustees expressed concern 
that changes in or repeal of the 


. Tree Growth Tax Law would in- 


crease their taxes to a point where 
it would be necessary to ask for a 


water rate increase. Under Tree * 


Growth the taxes on the property 
for 1980 were $872.30. Without Tree 
Growth the taxes would have been 
$2,518.88, 

The Trustees are asking that spe- 
cial consideration be given to the 
District land, with a lower valua- 
tion placed on the property. Newry 
seeletmen felt that this should not 
be done without a vote of the 
Town.

JACKSON-SILVER POST 
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_ Water District 
Announces 1981 
Construction Plans 


During the summer months of 
1981, the Bethel Water District 
plans to upgrade 1,000 feet of its 
most troublesome water distribu- 
tion mains in Bethel village and 
West Bethel with eight inch duc- 
tile iron pipe as part of an an- 
nual program for rehabilitation of 
the system. The estimated cost for 
the two projects is. $15,000-$18,000 
of which approximately $9,000 is 
for new pipe and a new hydrant. 
The pipe will be purchased from 
the Caldwell Company of Waldo- 
boro, submitter of the lower bid 
over i. J. Prescott Co. of Gardi- 
ner. The. district will job out to 
local contractors all excavation 
work required to lay the pipe. 

The District plans to seek finan- 
cing initially through the Casco 
Bank in Bethel and then to later 
follow this loan up with a longer 
term loan through the Farmer’s 
Home Administration. Cost of the 
eight inch pipe should be paid off 
before it reaches the mid-point in 
its anticipated life of 100 years or 
more. 

In West Bethel, this plan calls 
for 400 feet of new pipe to be laid 
between the Ferry Road along old 
Route 2 to the home of Donald 
Bennett. The line being replaced 
is a one inch plastic pipe that is 
undersized and develops frequent 
leaks. The present pipe is far too 
small to accommodate any future 
expansion if extra water demands 
are added onto that part of the 
West Bethel water system. 

In Bethel village, 600 feet of an 
existing one inch main along Ty- 
ler Street will be replaced with the 
same type 8-inch pipe as will-be 


cused in the West Bethel project. At 


the same time the new water main 
is installed, a new hydrant will 
be added to this section’s water 
system mid way between the top 
of Tyler Street and Vernon Street. 
Due to project costs, however, 
completion of replacing the Tyler 
Street main will have to wait until 
the summer of 1982, When the Ty- 
ler Street project is completed, 
water customers living on Tyler 
and Vernon Streets should realize 
better water circulation which in 
turn, should improve the water’s 
Al-Anon and Alcoholics.

Governor Brennan’‘s 
Legislative Proposal 

Gov, Brennan delivered a mes- 
sage on his legislative proposals 
Tuesday morning—just two weeks 
after he had addressed the Joint 
Convention (House and Senate) 
with his budget message. Most of 
the 55 proposals came as little sur- 
prise to the members. 

However, one item which drew 
considerable attention was the de- 
cision to have the state intervene 
in Maine Yankee’s application to 
the Nuclear Regulatory Commis- 
sion for increased storage of spent 
fuel rods at the Wiscasset plant. 
The Governor will be asking the 
Attorney General to begin the in- 
tervention process and may ask 
for additional funds, if necessary, 
for the same. He said he believes 
Maine Yankee should be required 
to prove the safety of its plan 
every step of the way.

Charles Farrar Browne grew up 
in Waterford and worked in print 
shops in Norway and Skowhegan 
before moving to Boston. Later he 
moved to Cleveland, Ohio. It was 
-in that city, while working for the 
“Plain Dealer,” that he wrote a 
humorous. letter to the editor full 
of deliberately misspelled words 
which he signed “‘Artemus Ward.’ 

Thus began a career of writing 


and lecturing which made him pop-~ 


ular both in the United States and 
in Britain. 

Browne died of tuberculosis 
while lecturing in Southhampton, 
England, at the age of 33 in 1867. 
He was later buried in his native 
Waterford. 

Lincoln ‘often read Ward’s col- 
umns to his Cabinet and it is en- 
tirely fitting that in honoring Lin~ 
coln the Oxford County GOP al- 
so honors one of the county’s na- 
tive sons who brought a light touch 
to a President facing this nation’s 
greatest crisis.
